The rapidly’ rising flond of unen- 
ployment in Great Britain is ‘being

“Rat \Geneva,« writes a correspondent 
‘of the Morning Post on, August 14,- 
The position is rendered the more |. 
peculiar since in practically, every 
cther country the tide of workless 
» people has been steadily receding 
during the past few months, As 
much relevant material as possible 
has, therefore, been collated with a 
jew to ar the cnuses of: 


Two important conclusions may 
be drawn from the data already 
examined. The first is that the 
state of the Inbour market in Britain 
ia relatively much worse that in 
ether countries; and the , second, 
that a free, trade country which per- 
mits an unchecked influx of foreign 
goods, whilst failing to secure the 
home market for its own manufae:. 
tures and produce, recovers from an 
sindustrial and commercial crisis 
far more slowly. thin those countries 
which have adopted remedial mea- 
ures. ; 

With few exceptions, all coun- 
tries have “been suffering from the 
world slump, and unemployment 
has consequently assimed large 
dimensions almost everywhere. 

Comparative Tests, -

without work the ratio in Great 
Britain stands at about!
